He then jumped from the train, 
and, at the risk of his life, boarded the 
five cars and stopped them. The train 
had one hundred emigrants on board.

Cuicaaco, Ill., May 24.—At the Iowa

rangements on California business, and 
that hereafter they will charge on such 
business their regular proportion. Since 
the extension of the Southern Pacific to 
New Orleans, Central Pacific people 
have been diverting all the business 
they could to go by steamer to 
New Orleans, and thence by rail 


to San Francisco. Besides this, the 
Central Pacific for many years past has 
made contracts with California shippers 
who pledge themselves to make no ship- 
ments whatever by the Pacific Mail 
Steamship line, by giving them rates 
about one-third of the published tariff 
rates. After discussing the matter for

New Patent Churn. 
Hiram Baldridge, of Los Angeles, has 
received from the U.8. Patent Office a 
patent for a churn, the specification cf 


which is as follows: In the operation of 
this churn, the peculiar form and position 
of the dasher revolving on a horizontal 
axis in a vertical vessel, when taken in 
connection with the curved sides of the 
vessel, a particularly advantageous effect 
is produced, in that the cream is not 
dashed against the maximum resisting 
surface, as would be the case if the vessel 
had flat sides, but is rather swept around 
the curved surface, following the direction 
imparted by the wall of the vessel, and is 
thus not beaten so severely as to injure 
the texture or grain of the butter, and at 
the same time the operation of the driv- 
ing crank is rendered easier.
